| Editor of Mind and Matter: 


As you. have criticised. my ‘commiinicati ion on 
“Mediumship,” published in the. Truth Sieker, of 
April 26, L suppose. your columns are open to my 
reply. Quoting only the last -half of my article 
was hardly! just to me, because, in). the. first half I 
speak: of natural Inipressibility as distinguished 
|. from. mediuniship, being the normal condition; and 
also define mediuniship in substance, as you do. 

-Iam perfectly. aware that. most -lecturers and 
writers on the subject: do tot claim . that. medinm- 
ship is an abnormal condition.” That is the vital 
point of difference between -my position and theirs. 
I know that it is natural. for some organisms to be 
susceptible to-mediumistic control, but it is, in my 
opinion, abnormal, nevertheless. 1t is normal to 
their organizations, that is, corresponds to its de- 
velopment. threugh inherited: or cultivated tenden- 
cies j. but it is abnormal as relates to. a natural.
